THE 1951 CENSUS OF PRODUCTION: 
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COMMONSENSE ON AUTOMATION 


HE word ‘automation’ has been used recently to conjure up so much alarm 
and despondency because of its alleged threat to full employment that 
it is good to see the matter put in perspective by someone who knows what he 
is talking about. Speaking at the meeting of the British Association at Sheffield, 
last week, Lord Halsbury, chairman of the National Research Development 
Corporation, said: ‘The public is substantially misinformed about automation. 
They think it is a process that will result in the erection of various patent 
factories and a lot of people will consequently be thrown out of work.’ That 
was quite wrong. The word was first applied as a nickname to a process which 
had been going on in the Ford factory at Detroit for 20 years. It had been 
adopted by advertisers and self-advertisers and eventually found its way into 
the general Press. Automation, Lord Halsbury added, was likely to find 
immediate application to transfer machinery in connection with automatic 
assembly and to control engineering, but it was unlikely to be very widely used 
in heavy engineering, steel works, shipbuilding, and the highly mechanised 
industries, agriculture or mining and textiles. In any case, changes were not 
likely to come about very quickly. It is satisfactory to find no less an authority 
than Lord Halsbury confirming the views expressed by a contributor on the 
subject of automation and the building industry in our last week’s issue. 


THE CENSUS OF PRODUCTION 


HE 1951 Census of Production, which is analysed by a correspondent on 
page 451, is in itself a document compiled with infinite patience and 
care, which reflects great credit both upon the Government statisticians and 
upon the firms who provided the basic information. But although it will 
certainly prove of value to research students in the years to come, what imme- 
diate effect it can have on building it is difficult to say. As our correspondent 
points out, it suffers from the over-riding defect that it is obsolete before 
publication. The delay in producing the results must be reduced considerably 
if the industry is to be convinced that the work entailed in completing even a 
shortened census form is worthwhile. It is known that certain steps in this 
direction are being taken at the Board of Trade. These include the installation 
of an electronic calculator and the conversion of the register of industrial 
establishments to a punched card system which, it is claimed, has advantages 
for the selection of samples and research work. This is all to the good. 


With the removal of controls, more and more firms are carrying out 
economic and statistical forecasts, and many are benefiting thereby. The 
census information can form a useful basis to these forecasts—provided it is 
up to date—particularly as the Board’s census statisticians are always willing 
to discuss with trade associations, or with individual firms, problems about the 
statistics available. But there is still a long way to go before the census becomes, 
in the words of the Special Committee set up in 1953 to advise the Government 
on this subject, ‘accepted as a necessary part of the statistical system by those 
who provide the information.’ Until that stage is reached, any independent 
appraisal must contain a note of criticism.

Notes of the Week 


Wrong Number ? 


(THE Essex, Cambridgeshire and 
Hertfordshire Society of Architects 
made a pleasant evening for themselves 
on Friday last at the AA in Bedford- 
square, when about sixty members, well 
laced by members of the technical Press, 
met under Mr. Paul Mauger’s chairman- 
ship to discuss the subject of ‘ The archi- 
tect as captain of the building team.’ 
Principal speakers were Messrs. Richard 
Sheppard, R. O. Foster, Clifford Culpin, 
R. Owen Vine and F. G. Frizzell, and 
excellently they spoke about the hazards 
of the architect’s calling and the methods 
of organising contracts and running the 
office. Of the wider implications of the 
discussion-subject there was hardly a 
word. This was a pity, for probably no 
subject deserves calm and analytical 
discussion at the present time more than 
the qualities and training which fit an 
architect to be captain of his team. 
Messrs. Sheppard and Culpin, having 
prefaced their remarks by placing an 
embargo on reporting, made excellent 
contributions, Sheppard in_ particular 
giving a brilliant analysis of the present 
structure of the profession. He quoted 
some new statistics (which must remain 
unpublished for the moment) which indi- 
cate that the salary rates applying to 
official architects in charge of large build- 
ing programmes are dangerously low. He 


further added that a new structure was 


developing in the profession, largely due 
to a new type of young man who is 
coming in through State aid. ‘Before 
our profession develops any kind of 
unity,’ he concluded, ‘ we have to make a 
relationship between technology, chang- 
ing conditions of employment and 
education.’ No doubt this will be the 
principal task before the new secretary 
for professional relations, recently 
appointed by the RIBA. 

Foster made the only attempt of the 


evening to speak to the brief. ‘ As archi- 
tects we are all individualists,’ he declared, 
‘and the job before the profession is to 
get conditions under which we can carry 
out the jobs which we are able to 
persuade society to entrust to us.” Mr. 
Foster’s further views on this would have 
been valuable but we did not get them. 
Instead Mr. Culpin came in with some 
fascinating tips on how to run an 
economical office, in the course of which 
he stated, in words which should be 
printed in letters of gold on every office 
wall, that he had found from experience 
that the cheanest as well as the simplest 
method of running a contract was to have 
every drawing completed before tenders 
were invited. Mr. Vine discussed the 
relative advantages of ‘horizontal’ and 
* vertical’ deployment of staff, and inter- 
spersed several good stories. At the end 
of the evening Mr. Frizzell drew upon his 
wide experience of the work of the 
Miners’ Welfare Commission, to outline 
the duties of the architect on the job, in 
which the importance of adequate site 
survey bulked large. 


Designers or Helots ? 


IN BETWEEN the priacipal contributions 
came others from the audience. Of 
particular interest was a point raised by 
Mr. Sutcliffe—the frustration felt by so 
many young architects at the limited 
range of responsibility open to them in 
their jobs. The schools, he said, are 
turning out hundreds of trained design- 
architects each year who find that their 
job consists for long enough in writing 
specifications and doing tracing work. 
‘They seldom,’ he said, ‘ get the oppor- 
tunity of doing the job for which they 
have been trained—design.’ Nor, accord- 
ing to another speaker, do they often 
have the opportunity of seeing a building 
right through. If these views were put 
out as bait to the seniors present, it was 
certainly swallowed. Mr. Foster longed 
for the day when, protected from clients 
who wanted to see him in person, and 
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builders who clamoured for his presence 
on the site, he could get a little quiet work 
done on the drawing board. Ancther 
speaker pointed out the hard fact that, so 
long as the principal was responsibl_ for 
the satisfactory erection of a buildin ;, he 
could hardly be expected to give the 
young, inexperienced assistant his | ead. 

Just the same, there is a point ‘ere 
which the Board of Architectural Ex ica- 
tion and the schools must consider. 
educational system which turns out ¢ inu- 
ally so many young men trained as | igh- 


powered designers but without the ex seri- | 


ence to carry a job through (and here Mr, 
Sheppard’s remark that the young a chi- 
tect could pick this up in three yea.s or 
so seems a little optimistic) being fair 
either to the student or to his sen ors? 
The creation of a ‘helot’ class of a chi- 
tect, something not much more thin a 
plan-drawer, has been suggested but. we 
hope, will never be adopted. What i: the 
answer? Can it lie in the wider adop‘ion 
of an educational system in which p-ac- 
tical experience and design-study run 
hand in hand? Certainly, if the frus‘ra- 
tion which seems so common an element 
in the mental make-up of so many young 
men just through their Finals is to be 
avoided, some alternative to the five-year 
theoretical course must be devised. 

The evening, it will be seen, was fuli of 
interest. But may we have another meet- 
ing soon at which the subject before the 
house is debated? 


Architects for US Embassy 


Messrs. Yorke, Rosenberg and 
Mardall, of Hyde Park-place, W, have 
been appointed associate architects for 
the new American Embassy building in 
Grosvenor-square. 

The design for the Embassy was won, 
in competition, by Mr. Eero Saarinen, the 
American architect, early this year. Later 
he revised his original design and _ this 
was illustrated in The Builder of June 8, 
1956. The cost of the new building will 
be at least $4m. Work on it is expected 
to start next spring. 

Messrs. Yorke, Rosenberg and Mardall 
will assist Mr. Saarinen in carrying out 
his plans. 


Royal College of Art 


UnrTiL September 22, the RCA affords 
us the opportunity to see the exhibition 
of the work of its Design Schools which 
was recently shown in Helsinki and 
Stockholm, writes Basil Marriott: this is 


at the Western Galleries, Imperial 
Institute Road, SW7. 
The exhibition goes far towards 


resolving some small doubts which had 
been felt — and which I for one have 
expressed here—about previous RCA 
shows. There is little point in enlarging 
on them in retrospect, except to repeat 
that we all look to the College not on'y 
for something better than, or even diffe'- 
ent from, the product of the average a't 
school, but a combination of both. Th's 
is asking a lot, but the peculiar positicn 
the RCA occupies necessarily focuses a 
limelight which naturally it is at no pairs 
to evade, though it may be a mixel 
blessing. 

After what was perhaps only an unex- 
pectedly protracted re-orientation follow-

of merit as of coherence—an evening-up. 
For instance, a tendency hitherto to 
‘lush up’ or add ornament for its own 
save to forms and principles arrived at 
by others through functional and even 
ui lity considerations, is (I venture to 
th nk) welcomely giving place to a more 
a: ured integration of form, decoration, 
c ‘our and texture. 
Textiles particularly, whether by strin- 
g ot selection or a concerted movement, 
s °m to have moved notably forward in 
t th inspiration and execution without, I 
. juld say, loss of market-ability, and the 
f rniture seems more assured and fined- 
«wn. I never felt quite the same doubts 
- out the College’s book-production and 
< ained glass, and the samples should 
| 1ve made the Scandinavians sit up. 
Throughout, this emerging quality in 
ie craft-based fields of design does to 
yme extent serve to show up the inevit- 
ble characteristics of the more frankly 
iass-producible product design like 
coves and weighing machines into a con- 
‘asting ‘ tinniness ’ and even a poverty of 
nish; but this is a comment on the times 
-ather than‘the system of training. 
As a means of developing our potential 
' dustrial designers, however, the exhi- 
ition must surely have impressed the 
.orthern countries. 


«LW and Registration 


FRANK LLOYD WRIGHT, according to 
the ‘Engineering News-Record, is at 
present at odds with the State of Arizona, 
where he maintains his winter home and 
studio, on the subject of registration. 
This State is one of the many American 
authorities which requires the architect 
to register as a condition of practice. So 
far, Mr. Wright, in our contemporary’s 
words, has ‘ never got around to register- 
ing.’ It seems that no examination will 
be required—merely the completion of a 
form and payment of 25. dollars. 
‘Routine proceedings against him are 
under way and the famous designer faces 
a misdemeanour charge if he doesn’t 
comply.’ 

Remembering comments which he has 
made in the past on the subject of 
registration of architects, it will be 
interesting to see what. will now happen. 
The State of Arizona and FLW may well 
prove a classic example of what can 
happen when an irresistible force hits an 
immovable object. 


Authority in Industry 


IN A BROADCAST recently on ‘ Authority 
in Industry,’ Sir Frederic Hooper discus- 
sed a question which is at the root of all 
industrial relationships. How is authority 
in industry, for authority there must be, 
to be exercised? Is it to be compulsive 
or persuasive? As that question affects 
the building industry as much as any 
other, the LMBA, recognising the import- 
ance of the talk, has reprinted it for the 
benefit of its members. The paper is 
worthy of real study, coming as it does 
just after the Duke of Edinburgh’s Con- 
ference on a very closely related subiect, 
and no doubt the LMBA would be glad 
to send a copy of it to any reader who 
cared to apply for it.

HE Lens block of flats, Gounodstraat, Antwerp, is situated near a main artery of the town ina residential 
quarter. In planning, the difficulty lay in the shape of the site. In order to obtain the maximum benefit 
from the available area the ground plan was given the shape of the plot, with due regard to the rights 
of the neighbours. Each flat is equipped for maximum comfort and there is a proportion of private garages 
available, a very important matter in such a densely built-up part of the city. The construction consists of 
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reinforced concrete frame with 
double insulation, interior parti- 
tions being of brick. The front 
is faced with Balzac stone, the 
windows with aluminium frames 
have plate glass, the garage doors 
are of the Marlaire up-and-over 
type. The sculpture is by De 
Brauwer. Central heating is 
provided by a low-pressure oil 
furnace. The main entrance hall 
is designed giving direct access 
from the street and is completely 
visible from it. The flooring of 
‘Solnhofer’ with ‘Pronto-paint’ 
enhances the appearance of the 
aluminium fittings. The panelled 
walls are covered with Afzelia Detail of main entrance; note the 
wood. A lift, without gates, is bisdaiies garage doors of the up-and-over type 
adjacent, and the ‘Granito’ stairs, 
scarcely visible from the entrance,

The wall units, pre-cast lintols and floor 
planks and concrete roofing tiles are all 
manufactured in the contractor’s works 
adjoining a sand pit which he also owns 
just outside Liibeck. All the joinery and 
the various scaffolds, trolleys and mortar 
and block-making machines are developed 
and manufactured at another works 
inside the city. Here, too, is the con- 
tractor’s office, which is extremely austere. 
Herr Liider is interested only in getting 
results—and he gets them! 

He takes a particular interest in train- 
ing his operatives, for he believes that 
building, as a result of competition with 
more congenial indoor industries, lacks 
adequately educated personnel. He feels 
that to make rationalisation successful 
the phasing of site operations must be 
kept as simple as possible and repeatedly 
explained to the operatives. A share of 
the firm’s profits provides a measurable 
incentive. The accruing benefits are 
perhaps managed on what might appear 
to a British visitor to be paternalistic 
lines, but without doubt a dependable

HE new building stands on the original site of the Rose and Crown, an eighteenth-century coaching house. 

This was demolished in 1928 to make way for a new house, which suffered severe damage from a German 

flying bomb in 1944. Business was then continued under a temporary roof and, during rebuilding, in a timber 
building erected on the car park as a temporary bar. 

Cost : The cost of the building work was £27,659, and the furnishings, £7,000. This includes all servery and 
other fixtures and fittings, refrigeration, catering equipment and garden and car park planting. The structure 
left standing was not safe to retain and after demolition only the basement and part of the front wall were left, 
representing approximately 15 per cent. of the old building. 

Planning : In the replanning the size of the original house has been reduced by less depth and a smaller 
first floor. The latter now provides living accommodation only, with a room for staff. 

On the ground floor there are three bars—lounge, public and ‘ Downs ’—and the additional feature of an 
under-cover * Minerals and Ice Cream’ terrace, named ‘ The Harlequin.’ There is a terrace on the lounge 
side with a fine view across the Caterham Valley. 


These bars have been so planned that the ‘ Downs’ bar can be closed during the winter months when there 
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Lounge bar 


is not the holiday traffic on the road ; 
but there is the alternative of it being 
used for functions of various kinds. 
It has a service lift connection to the 
kitchen in the basement. In the 
basement there are ample storage 
facilities for the draught and bottled 
beers, wines and spirits, a boiler 
house with automatic stoking plant 
and a garage. 

Externally, there is a forecourt 
for cars to the front and north of the 
building and a coach park has been 
made at a lower level to the south 
of the building. 

Furnishings and decoration : The 
lounge has a fitted carpet. There is 
fixed seating to the large corner 
window which has a black woven 
material for the seats and black and 
white backs. The remainder of the 
seating comprises easy chairs, a 
settee and some small chairs, all 
fully upholstered in the same woven 
material but with a variation of 
colours. Swedish Rollywood is 
used for the wall treatment behind 
the servery, fireplace and smaller 
window. 

The counter is dark walnut with a 
veneered front relieved by contrast- 
ing natural beech strips. The back- 
fitting display is achieved by super- 
imposing mirrors on to the Rolly- 
wood background. Joinery through- 
out is in African walnut. 

In the public bar the furniture and 
joinery generally are dark oak. The 
floor covering is laid in a 12-in. tile 
pattern. The sturdy oak tables, 
settles and wheel-back chairs from 
the old building have been renovated 
and extra comfort provided with 
foam rubber Vynide-covered squab 
cushions. 

A separate tea and snack service 
and licensed service are provided in 
the ‘Downs’ bar. For the snack 
service there is a Jackson tea and 


Public bar 
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coffee set, an automatic toaster and 
hot and cold display cabinets. The 
counter front has multi-coloured 
Ultraplas plastic arranged in a 
random pattern. The whole service 
area can be screened with a venetian 
blind on occasions when it is not 
required. 

The licensed service counter and 
backfitting features a contrast of 
African walnut framing and panels 
of Plyfa Profil plywood in natural 
Swedish pine. A special hoist pro- 
vides a means of raising the bottled 
beer in a cabinet which, when in 
position, forms part of the lower 
backfitting. This area, too, can be 


‘Downs’ bar 
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completely closed during non- 
licensed hours by a folding grille. 


This room opens on to the ice 
cream and minerals terrace, which 
also has its separate entrance from 
the forecourt and its separate ser- 
vice area framed in a decorative tile 
panel. 


Generally : All bars are provided 
with cooled bottle shelves. The 
building is centrally heated by means 
of a low-pressure hot-water system. 
The boiler is for solid fuel with an 
automatic stoker. A mechanical ex- 
tract system operates in all bars 
with controlled fresh air inlets below 
the radiators providing for com- 
fortable temperature and air change. 


Construction : Solid brick to first 
floor. The brick cavity walling above 
external finish has a rubbed Tyrolean 
rendering. The ground floor is 
suspended R.C., 30 per cent. being 
existing. The first-floor living quar- 
ters are of the existing joists and 
boarding and lead on to a rear 
flat roof of reinforced concrete. The 
front flats are joist, Halcrete slab 
and screeding covered with asphalt. 
The roof has timber trusses and 
rafters covered with Broughton Moor 
Green random slating. Dressings 


are artificial Portland stone. Sussex 
and Dorking hand-made multi- 
coloured facing bricksare used to the 
lower rear elevation and the garden 
walling.

Y restyling, the capacity of this 
salon at 129, Notting Hill Gate, 
has been doubled. The entire work 
was done in five weeks, and the salon 
was closed for only 10 days in that 
period with the loss of only one 
Friday and Saturday period, the 
busiest days. 

The shop front, with the exception 
of the door, has been filled in with 
opaque Holoplast front in very dark 
green. At the top and bottom are 
sections of plate glass. The door, 
which is fully glazed, enables the 
passer-by to see into the reception 
room and salon and so provides the 
chief attraction, and also boosts 
business. 

In place ‘of the six fixed cubicles 
and six indifferent dressing-out places 
are 24 places. Down one side of the 
salon are eight dryer chairs, stag- 
gered so as to make more effective 
use of the available space and 
covered alternatively in red and 
grey. Facing them are the dressing- 
tables and attached to the wall by 
the tables are three bracket dryers, 
each with a 6 ft. arc which enables 
the dressing tables to be used as 
supplementary drying positions, and 
so give greater flexibility to the 
management of customers and reduc- 
ing the number of customer ‘moves.’ 


Much of the old equipment was 
re-used in the completed salon. 
Three of the front wash basins were 
re-used and, in addition, all the 
existing light fittings were incor- 
porated. 

A false ceiling now covers the old 
fanlights, and where they could not be 
covered the design has incorporated 
them. Ventilatien trunking runs a- 
long the wall above the cutting 
tables on the left of the salon. The 
old floor was re-surfaced with hard- 
board and then finished off with 
‘battleship’ lino. 

With the increased capacity the 
existing electricity supply proved 
inadequate. New wiring was in- 
stalled, together with a new sub- 
main to cope with the increased 
current consumption. 

Every square foot of floor space 
has been put to its fullest practical 
use. The storage space has been 
increased considerably and one wall 
is lined with cupboards for the 
assistants’ use at the dressing-out 


tables. Other cupboards, concealed, 
have been built into the walls. The 
contract price was £2,700. 

Two specially designed pieces of 
furniture are worthy of note—the 
‘ship’ screens shielding the cubicles 
from the rest of the salon and the 
dressing tables and Race chairs.

PROVOST SKENE’S 
HOUSE RESTORED 


(THIRTY years ago, Provost Skene’s 
house in the Guestrow, Aberdeen, 
must have seemed, to all but the most 
discerning, a most unpromising subject 
for restoration. It was hemmed in closely 
by buildings which were rapidly degene- 
rating into slums; the interior was dirty 
and in bad condition; and the wood 
panelling and decorative plaster, masked 
by many layers of paint or whitewash, 
completed a depressing picture. 

This house was erected in the 16th 
century, and it has been given the name 
of its most notable owner, Sir George 
Skene, Provost of Aberdeen from 1676 
to 1685. 

The Corporation of the City became 
the owners of the property in 1926, and 
retained the building while the surround- 
ing Guestrow closes were demolished in 
the 1930’s. In 1951, restoration began. 

The house presents several features of 
interest characteristic of the domestic 
architecture of the Scottish boroughs in 
the 17th century: simple squareness and 
pleasant proportions. 

On the plaster walls of the painted 
gallery in the west wing, traces of painted 
architectural motifs were found. Some 
boards were missing, but the paintings 
which remain have been restored and - 
form one of the most important cycles 
of religious paintings in Scotland. 

The east wing of the house may be 
approached either from the west wing or 
from the main doorway. The main stair- 
case has round arches at the landings 
and an original timber balustrade, now 
cleaned and restored. On the first floor 
are two rooms, one a large hall. The 
hall has a plain ceiling but finely panelled 
walls in pine, and a panelled fireplace 
flanked by two Corinthian order columns,

Towards a Perfect House Plan 
To the Editor of The Builder 


@IR,—Mr. R. Randall Phillips’ letter 
oat (your issue of September 7) intro- 
ducing his essay on this subject invites 
criticism, so I will offer mine seriatim 
with the points of his own description, 
though in parenthesis I will mention that 
if ‘he external walls formed a square this 
would give an economy in hollow-wall 
ccoastruction. 


As to the front door, it is advantageous 
to follow the practice of Victorian house 
bi ilders by the provision of a vestibule 
w ‘h two sets of doors preferably at right 
ar gles to one another in order to shield 
the home from draughts. 


All the internal doors should be glazed; 
solid doors are as much an English con- 
vy ntion of privacy as the usual weather- 
b»arded and trellis screen of flank walls. 


In the living-room Mr. Phillips has 
paced the fireplace on the short side of 
t!e room. For comfort, heat distribution 
aid the reception of friends the fire 
si:ould be on the long side of the room, 
ic., in the’ external wall. It is now 
pussible to confound the recommenda- 
tions of the Government Housing Manual 
and the Coal Utilisation Council by the 
use of an open fire of German inspiration 
which was described in The Builder of 
January 15, 1954. This fire eliminates 
flue suction by the admission of external 
cold air to the chimney and renders 
unnecessary the Count Rumford-Building 
Research Station gimmicks of restricted 
throats, smoke shelves, chimney bends 
and BSS Venturi chimney pots. The UK 
firm making this fire very sensibly has a 
consulting architect, Mr. C. Ashton 
Waller, FRIBA, FRICS, of Aylesbury, 
and Mr. Phillips would do well to contact 
him. 


An external chimney has the economi- 
cal quality of saving the cost of that part 
of the outside wall which it replaces. 


An attractive feature of Georgian 
houses is the ‘interior’ door which gives 
communication between one room and 
another. I suggest such a door between 
the living-room and the bedroom. 


The bedrooms could be given windows 
on their second walls; not large and per- 
haps at clerestory level. 

The kitchen is the really big flaw in the 
lan. West (or south) aspect kitchens 
are all very well for municipal houses 
where they are the general rule, but for 
iwellings designed by bona-fide archi- 
ects of refined sensibility and school 
training a north or east aspect kitchen is 
: sine qua non. 

The external utility room follows the 
good Scottish practice in the provision 
of laundry facilities separate from the 
citchen. I will only suggest the instal- 
lation of a double sink with standing 
wastes in place of the single Belfast sink 
with plug and chain. 

In place of a single-compartment fuel 
Store complete with two doors, linings 
and ironmongery I suggest two com- 
partments constructed on shovel box 
principles with fuel hoppers inside and 
out. 


Since Mr. Phillips’ invitation and your 
space limits discussion to the plan of the 
perfect house, a consideration of con- 
struction and finishings is out of court. 
But if later these matters are admitted, I 
have one or two little things to contribute.

Tax Concessions for Pensions

ELECTRO - TELEGRAPHIC PROGRESS. — 
A United States vessel, the Arctic, lately 
reached Cork after fathoming the bottom 
of the Atlantic ocean all the way across 
from Newfoundland, along ‘the tele- 
graphic plateau,’ as it has been called. 
The result is reported to be perfectly 
satisfactory. Soundings were taken to a 
depth of 27,000 fathoms, but for some 
50 or 60 miles from St. John’s, New- 
foundland, and again on this side, there 
is a bank varying from 25 to 120 
fathoms, and between these a plateau. 
nearly level, with soft bottom composed 
of microscopic shells. The soundings 
were taken by the aid of steam power. 
The captain of the Arctic undertakes to 
lay down the projected cable at the rate 
of ten miles an hour right across. The 
American company who are to provide 
the cable have already about 1,700 miles 
at work connecting Newfoundland with 
the United States lines, and it is expected 
that in a short time the 1,640 miles of 
the Atlantic cable will be a realised fact.

FRENCH CHURCH 
ARCHITECTURE 


By a Correspondent 


A RCHITECT S and builders on holiday 
“in France this month will be glad to 
see a decided improvement in modern 
church architecture. Many of the 
churches built in the past fifty years have 
toc often been mockeries of good archi- 
tecture. It is easy to think of examples of 
false Gothic and false Renaissance; 
Sacré-Coeur in Montmartre, Notre Dame 
at Lyons, at Marseilles and at Lourdes 
are in magnificent positions, cost millions 
to build, and still do not ring true. 


No one was more critical of the age of 
false architecture in France than Cardinal 
Verdier, the Archbishop of Paris, who 
founded in 1932 an organisation with the 
special aim of encouraging a higher 
standard of architecture. Owing to the 
new outlook there may now be seen a 
number of modern churches in the 
suburbs of Paris, which exemplify the 
one in the standard of Christian art in 

rance. 

__ One of the most celebrated churches to 
illustrate this movement is the church of 
Notre Dame of Raincy, built entirely of 
reinforced concrete. The architect was 
Auguste Perret, and the stained glass 
windows are designed by Maurice Denis, 
and have been rightly compared to some 
of the finest windows, even to those of the 


Ss ainte-Chapelle. 


After the last war many churches were 
so severely damaged by bombs or shells 
that they had to be rebuilt. New churches 
at Assy, Vence, Audincourt, and Ron- 
champ, prove that there is indeed a new 
age of Christian art. Part of the credit 
for this must be given to two Dominicans, 
Fathers Couturier and Regamey, who 
have done everything in their power to 
make sure that Christian art has not 
fallen behind the general movement of 
contemporary art in France. 


Two notable churches have been built 
since 1945 in the Besancon Diocese., The 
one is the church of the Sacré-Coeur at 
Audincourt, and the other is the Chapel 
on a plateau among the hills at Assy. 
The former was designed by Maurice 
Novarina, whose work before the war 
was already famous, especially for the 
decorations he obtained from some of the 
most modern French artists. This church 
at Audincourt has a very large nave, 
which is surrounded by stained glass 
windows designed by Fernand Lerger. 
Mosaics and stained glass together har- 
monise most happily. 


The Chapel at Ronchamp has been 
called the ‘Chapel of Le Corbusier ’ and 
breaks entirely with the normal Christian 
traditions. It is purely baroque in style, 
and the architect considers it to be ‘a 
place of silence, of prayer, of peace and 
of inner joy.’ It is largely used as a 
chapel to which local pilgrimages are 
made, but it is well worth visiting as a 
good example of unusual church archi- 


tecture and is far more honest and true 
than such a bastard form of architecture 
as the church at Lisieux. Certainly ‘the 
Ronchamp Chapel shows that to-day 
there is plenty of vitality in French 
Sacred Art. 

Another church of particular interest 
is that of Ste Marie Médiatrice in Paris. 
This exemplifies the advances made in 
recent years, due to the inspiration of 
various architectural committees, who 
have insisted on employing modern archi- 
tects and artists. Their plans have been 
approved by the ecclesiastical authorities, 
who exercise so much more power over 
church architecture in France than in 
Great Britain. The French are certainly 
doing their best to atone for the blunders 
committed in the last century. 





Report on Vibrated Concrete 


THE REPORT on the ‘ Vibration of Con- 
crete’ prepared by the Joint Committee 
of the Institution of Civil Engineers and 
the Institution of Structural Engineers, is 
now published. The Committee makes 
eleven points for a draft specification for 
vibrated concrete additional to the clauses 
of a normal specification, and calls for 
further research on seven points, includ- 
ing the best type of mixer for dry con- 
cretes as used for vibrated work, and as 
to the best proportions of immersion 
vibrators, such as the ratio of length to 
diameter, etc. The report is obtainable 
from either of the two institutions, price 
3s.

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FARNBOROUGH AIR DISPLAY 


Exhibits of Interest to Constructors 


By PATRICK HORSBRUGH, AADipl, ARIBA 


"[.HERE is always a great deal more to 

be seen at Farnborough than fine 
aircraft and superlative flying. For those 
interested in materials, methods of con- 
struction and equipment, the Society of 
British Aircraft Constructors stage one of 
the best arranged annual exhibitions that 
I have seen, either here or abroad. 

This seventeenth exhibition maintains 
the high standard of, its predecessors, and 
is recommended to all connected with the 
building industry for several general 
reasons. First, the Exhibition itself. If 
has three distinct sections—the aircraft, 
the open-air display of heavy equipment, 
and the indoor exhibition. Each section 
is comparatively small in area and is 
easily comprehensible, which makes it 
possible for the visitor to be selective and 
to avoid becoming bewildered by a 
seemingly endless range of objects that 
distract his attention at the conventional 
show. 


Mechanical Handling Gear 


The open-air section has no more than 
30 stands of which some are under cover. 
Apart from radar equipment and other 
devices peculiar to airfields, there is a 
selection of standard mechanical hand- 
ling gear, fire-fighting appliances, etc. The 
spaciousness of this section provides a 
welcome opportunity to examine such 
exhibits which are scarcely glanced at 
during the wearisome treks around the 
specialised exhibitions at Olympia and 
elsewhere. 


The interior design and panel layout 
within the various control caravans 
shown here provide a fascinating study. 
With increasing instrumentation, the 
problems of simplifying information and 
the methods of presenting it are of the 
greatest importance. 

While on the subject of caravans, the 
gay blue-and-white exhibitors’ pavilions 
are all equipped with domestic caravans 
for the provision of refreshment and for 
office and conference uses. The GPO 
and several banks also provide their ser- 
vices within neatly equipped vehicles. 
This dependence upon mobility should be 
emphasised, for it shows that in spite of 
the increasing organisation that is now 
required to stage an exhibition, the prob- 
lems of assembly and dispersal can be 
simplified. Many of the difficulties aris- 
ing from the time taken in the construc- 
tion and dismantling of elaborate stands 
can be avoided by the use of wheelborne 
stands. Moreover, the tendency of * over- 
exhibiting ’ with costly displays which has 
arisen since the Britain Can Make It 
Exhibition has defeated its purpose, while 
the mobile stand imposes economies in 
the way of showing goods which must 
surely be welcome. : 

Second, the Indoor Exhibition is a 
model of what a temporary trade fair 
should be. It is small, very simply ar- 
ranged, orderly in appearance yet con- 
tains more than 300 stands of various 
sizes. It was open tor only one week, and 


is now closed. The pavilion is approached 
by an ascending flag-linéd avenue, and is 
composed of seven aisles of pitched-roof 
canvas tenting of the simplest design. The 
interior lacks the drama of the great mar- 
quees which are such a feature of the 
Chelsea Flower Shows, but this is an 
exhibition of small obiects where mass 
effects are not wanted, and the subdued 
dimensions of the whole structure are ad- 
mirably suited to the scale of stands. 


Third, the individual stands, both large 
and small, seem, without exception, to be 
well-designed and clearly labelled, and 
achieve an overall unity which is a great 
relief to the eye. It is an example of the 
kind of order which has often been 
striven for by the organisers of the Ideal 
Home Exhibition and of the Motor Show. 
This uniformity has not been reached 
with the sacrifice of distinctiveness on the 
part of the stand-holders, for there is a 
great variety in the design of stands with- 
in obvious limits, and much ingenuity in 
the display of the wares. 


Any comment on the quality of the 
exhibition should also include some refer- 
ence to the booklets and literature which 
are available. Most of these quiet and 
well-designed publications set a very high 
standard indeed, and it is to be hoped 
that their influence will reach the manu- 
facturers of other commodities. Perhaps 
mention may be.made of several examples 
which are now before me. ‘ Redux’ 
adhesives for metal aircraft structures; 
Elliot Equipment, Ltd.’s ‘Design for 
Survival’; and Thorn Aircraft and Elec- 
trical Equipment are as attractive as they 
are instructive. Frankenstein (Manches- 
ter), Ltd., have produced a lavish but 
beautifully illustrated catalogue which 
even includes a special comb with which 
additional pages can be pressed into the 
spiral spine. 

Finally, the Exhibition is recommended 
to all connected with the building 
trade, whether they are interested in air- 
craft construction or not. The whole 
undertaking is most stimulating, and the 
far-sighted will be able to search for 
materials and techniques developed and 
tested under the most taxing conditions 
which may arise in the building industry 
in the near future. 


Adhesives for metal work, insulating 
materials of the highest efficiency, metal 
preservatives and paints, and a variety of 
fire-resisting fabrics are just some of the 
more obvious items which could play a 
part in static construction. 


Interest for the Architect 


The architect can find much to appre- 
ciate in the design and detailing of light 
fittings, concealed sources of illumination 
and the control of light. If he is not fasci- 
nated by electrical equipment, he is cer- 
tain to be impressed by the interior fur- 
nishings for aircraft, both in the pas- 
sengers’ compartments, and in the design 
of the galley and toilet cabinet work. 
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Those architects who have their atten- 
tion on wider horizons, and are wonder- 
ing what part they can take in the provi- 


‘sion of accommodation for Arctic and 


desert conditions, will find that several 
enterprising manufacturers are already 
well advanced in their efforts to design 
for extremes of climate. Geodetic dome- 
shaped structures of the lightest metals, 
jointing devices of the simplest kind, 
hard-wearing enveloping fabrics, inflat- 
able structural components (as a basis for 
shelter on land or water) are examples of 
what is to be seen in this respect. “The 
Numax Hut, produced by Elliot Equip- 
ment, Ltd., is perhaps the most easily 
described building of this kind. The de- 
signers have developed the principle of 
the inflated rubber dinghy to a stage 
where the structure is large enough to 
contain a helicopter (with folded rotor 
blades). 


The value of such huts for use at re- 
mote sites for the accommodation of 
labour and stores is obvious, but before 
long the problems of large populations 
living in climatic extremes will have to be 
faced and overcome, and those connected 
with the aircraft industry are already pro- 
viding the practical as well as the theore- 
tical lead in the. specialised field of 
building. 


A Heartening Display 


The essential simplicity of this Exhibi- 
tion is most heartening to see, especially 
at this time when trenchant and often 
justifiable criticism is being made of 
British pavilions at successive overseas 
Trade Fairs. Our contribution to last 
year’s Pakistan International Industries 
Fair caused widespread surprise, and our 
building at the current Damascus Fair is 
raising similar lamentations from visitors. 
and exhibitors alike. 

It is respectfully suggested that the 
Board of Trade and those manufacturers 
dependent upon overseas trade should 
visit Farnborough and consult the Exhi- 
bition Officer of the Society of British. 
Aircraft Constructors. 





New BICC Works at Erith 


As PART of a progressive plan for re- 


organising their production units, British 
Insulated Callender’s Cable, Ltd., are re- 
building their cable factory at Erith, Kent. 
The present buildings, some of which date 
from 1880, when the original factory was 
opened, have spread over 64 acres. 

The new factory, of ‘strictly utilitar- 
ian’ design, will be 660 ft. long and 
580 ft. wide and will have, in the main, a 
reinforced concrete framework with 
brick. and asbestos-board walls. It will 
be built partly on the existing site and 
partly on ground hitherto unoccupied, 
and will provide a single-storey factory, 
under one roof, of some 340,000 sq. ft., 
which when completed will, it is believed, 
be the largest in the world concerned 
solely with the manufacture of power 
cables. 

A notable feature will be the consider- 
ably improved operational layout of the 
plant, the intention being to reduce 
handling to a minimum. The building 
contractors are Sir Robert McAlpine and 
Sons, Ltd.

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FIXED PRICE TENDERING 
Southern Counties’ Comments 


[HE following note has been issued to 
members of the Southern Counties 
Federation of Building Trades Employers 
on the subject of fixed price tendering: 


‘It is the policy of the Federation that 
there should be a return to fixed price ten- 
dering; but when this can confidently be 
accepted as desirable and prudent practice 
in all cases is quite another matter having 
regard to the continuous increases in wages 
and emoluments payable to the operatives 
and to what are regarded by many as the still 
unforeseeable variations in the prices of 
materials. 


‘The Executive Committee point out that, 
although it has been necessary for the 
National Federation to assent to a measure 
of fixed price tendering as far as concerns 
some Government contracts (and it may well 
be necessary in respect of some other 
works), it is felt important at present to 
maintain for members the benefit of the in- 
clusion of fluctuations clauses in contracts 
as far as possible. 


‘On actual invitations to tender on a fixed 
price basis, it is pointed out that it is open 
to members to use their own discretion on 
whether to tender or not for such works. 
In respect of other works, it is within their 
discretion whether or not they include in 
their tender a basic rate of wages and a list 
of the prices of certain basic materials. It 
is for members to examine the considerable 
risks which may sometimes be involved. 


‘The view of your Executive Committee 
is that it is the duty of the Federation to 
maintain the status quo so far as it can and 
to remind members that the exercise of dis- 
cretion in this connection is a matter for 
them.’ 


NEW HOMES FOR OLD 


Bristol Demonstration of 
Improved Houses 


Four terrace houses which are 50 years’ 
old and had no bathrooms, hot water or 
internal w.c.s, have been put on show by 
Bristol Corporation (until September 29), in 
collaboration with the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government, to demonstrate how 
well-built older houses can be modernised 
with the aid of substantial grants. 

The houses, Nos. 116 to 122, Fishponds- 
road, Eastville, Bristol, built in 1906, are 
typical of thousands in the city. One has 
been left in its original state so that it can 
be compared with the improvements in the 
other houses. Each house, before improve- 
ment, had two living-rooms, kitchen aad 
outside lavatory and three bedrooms. 


The demonstration shows how such 
houses can be brought up to modern stan- 
dards at a reasonable cost. One form of 
improvement turns the small back bedroom 
into a bathroom and w.c. This house is 
supplied with hot water from a back boiler 
behind the living-room fireplace. Another 
method adds a bathroom with w.c. at the 
back of the house. There is an electric hot 
water system. The third house is similar but 
with a gas hot water system. 

The cost of the improvements ranges from 
£412 to £600 per house, towards which an 
owner could get up to half the cost in grant. 





The 1951 Census of Production 


DETAILS RELATING TO BUILDING AND CONSTRUCTION 
ANALYSED 


From a Correspondent 


QGOME hard things have been said 

about the Census of Production. 
This is not surprising. It is by far the 
most detailed and complicated return 
which builders, together with other em- 
ployers, are called upon to complete. The 
purpose behind the questions is not 
always apparent; overlapping frequently 
occurs between the census and other 
Government returns; and much clerical 
labour is spent in computing the value of 
work in progress and the usage of 
materials, under a multitude of sub- 
headings. Even more important, the 
results when they are published are so out 
of date that they seem to bear little or no 
relation to the practical requirements of 
individual builders. 

As a result of pressure from the in- 
dustry the Government is looking into 
these criticisms. Already the forms have 
been simplified considerably; sampling is 
becoming the rule rather than the excep- 
tion and advance information is being 
sought about the questions to be asked; 
in addition, efforts are being made to 
speed up the publication of results. In 
the background, too, there is a special 
Ministry of Works Committee, upon 
which the NFBTE and the FCEC are 
both represented, which is keeping the 
long-term arrangements for the collection 
of building statistics constantly under 
review. 

The census details for building and con- 
tracting which have recently been made 
available, relate to 1951*. Obviously the 
value of this information has been dimin- 
ished by the passage of time. But there 
are still some useful lessons to be learned 
from the 44 pages of closely packed 
statistics and particularly from the sum- 
mary tables which occupy the first few 
pages. The census covers private firms en- 
gaged wholly or mainly on building and 
contracting work including repairs and 
maintenance; it also covers work of this 
kind carried out by Government Depart- 
ments employing direct labour. In 
general, firms employing less than 25 
persons were required to provide only 
basic figures on employment, wages and 
salaries, materials and fuel used and work 
carried out. 


Output Per Man 


Private firms in the United Kingdom 
employing 11 or more persons, accord- 
ing to the census, did £1,128,323,000 
worth of work in 1951 compared with 
£895,385,000 in 1949. In both years firms 
employing less than 11 persons added an- 
other £150m. Taking into account the 
rise in building costs these figures sug- 
gest that there has been little increase in 
output per man between the two dates, a 
conclusion which is supported by refer- 
ence to changes in the official index of 
building output. It is important to appre-

ciate, however, that the comparison is 
affected by circumstances arising from 
the Korean boom and an acute shortage 
of building materials in 1951. In point 
of fact, too, 1951, according to the official 
production index, was the least success- 
ful year for building output between 
1948 and 1955. This index suggests that 
in 1949 building output rose by five per 
cent.; in 1950 it was steady; in 1951 it fell 
by three per cent.; in 1952 it rose by three 
per cent.; in 1953 it rose by seven per 
cent.; in 1954 it rose by four per cent.; 
and in 1955 it rose by one per cent. 
Size of Firm 

Another table shows the net output per 
person employed in 1951 according to the 
size of the building firm. Almost 
without a break a steady increase in out- 
put per man is recorded as the size of the 
firm increased. Where the average num- 
ber of men employed was between 11 and 
24 the net output per person employed 
was £428; between 100 and 199, £507; 
between 400 and 499, £539; between 
1,000 and 1,499, £571; between 2,000 and 
2,499, £642; 5,000 or more, £705. No 
details are available about net output per 
man of firms employing less than 10 men, 
but it certainly seems as if the larger the 
firm the higher is the output per man 
likely to be. There are certain obvious 
reasons why this should be so. In the 
first place, the very largest firms, say 
those which employ more than 2,000 men, 
are likely to do a Jarger proportion of 
civil engineering work which is often 
particularly suited to a high degree of 
mechanisation. Again, the larger a firm 
the more likely it is that it will be en- 
gaged on contracts of longer duration, 
thus enabling the work on the site to be 
organised systematically. 


There is no doubt that the industry is 
very alive to the need to improve output 
per man. A recent example of this is the 
setting-up, with the help of Conditional 
Aid funds, of the Advisory Service for 
the Building Industry to help individual 
building firms with the problems which 
they meet with regard to work study, site 
and office organisation, costing and 
personnel administration. There is big 
scope for the service, not only among 
those firms whose names are household 
words in the industry, but amongst those 
small and medium-small firms, not so 
widely known, but who make such a 
large contribution to the industry’s annual 
output. 

In 1951, materials, haulage and piant 
hire accounted for rather less than half 
of the value of the output of private 
firms: it is interesting to note that, for 
the larger firms, payments for hire of 
plant and machinery increased about 50 
per cent. between 1949 and 1951. 

Another table shows how annual out- 
put per man varies, also according to the 
type of building work. Repair and 
maintenance work, as might be expected, 
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is bottom of the list at £435 per person 
employed. Opencast coal mining is at the 


top with £764, with other civil engineer- 


ing and specialist work at around £620. 
Somewhat surprisingly, new housing lags 
appreciably down the list at £473 per 
man. For both repair and maintenance, 
and new work, there is again a marked 
discrepancy between the output per man 
of the largest and smallest firms. 


Detailed break-downs such as these 
can provide a useful check on changes in 
building productivity. It is sometimes 
maintained, for example, that changes in 
the annual usage of building materials, 
particularly of bricks and cement, are as 
good a guide as any to changes in build- 
ing productivity. Often this is so: but not 
always. In 1952, for example, the sub- 
stantial increase in brick and cement 
usage by the industry seemed to make 
nonsense of the official index of industrial 
production which at that time implied 
that building output had increased by 
only three per cent. in 1952 compared 
with 1951. In point of fact, though, the 
official figures were reasonably accurate. 
True, a substantial increase in brick and 
cement usage had taken place; but this 
was simply because, as a result of the 
tailing off of the war damage repairs pro- 
gramme, there had been a switch to new 
building work (which requires relatively 
large quantities of bricks and cement) 
from repairs and maintenance work 
(which requires relatively small quantities 
of bricks and cement). 


Another feature of the summary tables 
is the revelation that the output per man 
where a Government department is the 
employer compares unfavourably with 
that of private firms employing more 
than 10 men taken as a whole. Both cal- 
culations are on a realistic basis. In 
general, output is valued at cost, i.e., at 
sums calculated to cover materials used 
and wages and salaries paid together with 
the appropriate establishment charges. 


The Industry’s Growth 


Employment in the larger building 
firms (i.e., employing 25 or more persons) 
practically doubled between . 1935 and 
1951 while the number of building 
Operatives employed by Government 
departments more than trebled. This is 
some measure of the increased import- 
ance of building and contracting in the 
post-war economy. To-day, indeed, out 
of the total working population of 24m., 
building and contracting gives direct 
employment to about 14m. persons. Add 
to this the vast army of men (and 
women) required to produce the different 
materials, bricks, cement, stone, gravel, 
chalk, timber, metal products and 
numerous fittings, together with such 
complementary products as furniture, 
electrical apparatus, machinery, and an- 
cillary services like gas and water, and it 
is probably true to say that building and 
contracting is the largest single employ- 
ment creator in the country. In addition, 
year after year, as successive Government 
Economic Surveys show, building and 
contracting work accounts for half or 
more of the country’s total capital invest- 
ment. It is ‘not difficult to see why the 
industry holds a key’ position in the Gov- 
ernment’s plans for checking inflation.

BUILDING ELEMENTS. By R. L. Davies, MA, 
ARIBA, and D. J. Petty, MBE, ARIBA. 
Pp. 384, with 197 illustrations. (London: 
The Architectural Press.) Price 37s. 6d. 

HIS is the third and concluding volume 
of a trilogy which was actually planned 

in outline some years ago by the ‘ Text and 
Reference Books Committee’ of the RIBA. 
They considered that a new sort of treatment 
of building construction was needed, start- 
ing from the point of view of design, 
whereas most existing text books were con- 
cerned mainly with the separate ‘ trades’ or 
processes by which a building is erected. 

The two volumes which have previously 
appeared deal with ‘Structure in Building’ 
and with ‘ Building “Materials ’ respectively. 
This new volume deals, in 12  chap- 
ters, with Design and Expression, Weather 
Exclusion, Thermal Exclusion, Sound Insu- 
lation, Fire Protection, External Walls, 
Roofs, Floors, Stairs, Flues and Fireplaces, 
Doors and Windows, but not with sanitation 
or drainage. As is explained in the Intro- 
duction, the first five of these items, consti- 
tuting Part I, state ‘in general terms what 
buildings must do: that is, give protection 
against wind,rain, cold, resist the passage of 
sound; resist fire; and so on. Part II 
describes the principal kinds of wall, floor 
and roof in current use, and shows how far, 
and in what way, each fulfils the require- 
ments described in Part I.’ 

It will be noticed that there are no 
chapters dealing with separate ‘trades,’ e.g., 
joinery, plastering, plumbing. Thus the 
chapter on ‘Stairs’ includes all types: one 
does not find wooden staircases under 
‘Joinery’ or stone staircases under 
* Masonry.’ 

The book is, admittedly, intended primarily 
for architectural students; and also, in view 
of the very advanced nature of its contents, 
for architects already qualified. It provides 
a stimulus to intelligent thought rather than 
an easy way through the various professional 
examinations. Again quoting from the Intro- 
duction: ‘In one respect, this book will be 
found to differ . . . from most previous build- 
ing textbooks: it deals at some length with 
the problems of choice between alternative 
materials and methods of building. This 
problem did not present itself to the archi- 
tect of the past .. . The various alternatives 
had been sorted out by a long period of trial 
and error... So long as he worked within 
the framework of this tradition, the architect 
was unlikely to make serious mistakes.’ 

So this new volume reinforces its suc- 
cessor with data compiled from experiments 
conducted by the Building Research Station, 
and frequently quotes current Codes of Prac- 
tice. In order to utilise this mass of informa- 
tion it is apparently presupposed that the 
‘ designing architect’ has a basic elementary 
knowledge of several branches of science, 
probably more than most architects possess 
today. However, the text is so clear, precise, 
and suggestive, and the line-illustrations are 
sO numerous and so admirably drawn that 
his way is made as easy as possible, but this 
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is emphatically not a book for beginners, 
Yet it might well be put into the hands of 
every young person hesitating whether or 
not to enter the architectural profession— 
not exactly as a solemn warning, but as a hint 
that architecture involves a good deal more 
than the making of pretty perspectives or 
the designing of bijou homes.

OscaR NIEMEYER: WORKS IN PROGRESS, 
By Stamo Papadaki. Pp. 192. _ Iilus- 


trated (New York: Reinhold Publishing 

Corporation— London: Chapman and 

Hall.) Price £4. 

IN 1950 the author gathered together the 
most significant works of this distinguished 
Brazilian architect which were published in 
‘The Work of Oscar Niemeyer.’ Now he 
brings the story up to date. There are 30 
examples of 15 ‘building types, presented 
with an informative text and 350 illustra- 
tions. Among many ‘exciting’ buildings pro- 
posed or erected that are shown is the pro- 
posed Quintadinha Apartments which has 
been designed to accommodate 5,700 dwell- 
ing units of five basic types in 33 storeys. 
From a photograph it seems that the hotel 
will rival the United Nations building in 
merit. While the author has shown some of 
the more majestic of Niemeyer’s projects 
he has not left out the fact the architect 
can add a charm fo living as a designer of 
homes and interiors. A very well designed 
book and one which would be a valuable 
addition to an architect’s bookshelves. 


ART IN EUROPEAN ARCHITECTURE. By Paul 
Damaz. Pp. 228. Illustrated. (New York: 
Reinhold Publishing Corporation — Lon- 
don: Chapman and Hall.) Price £5. 

THE THREE major arts, architecture, paint- 
ing and sculpture, have for some fifty years 
become separated: In the preface to this 
book Le Corbusier says ‘. . . who is to begin 
. . . to decide the fate of the works of art 
that should “ decorate,” or, still more pre- 
tentiously, ennoble the building and give it 
a soul?’ By means of a bi-lingual text, 
French and English, the author presents a 
short historical survey into the past associa- 
tions between the architect and the artist, 
the reasons for the present separation 
between the arts and architecture, and the 
movements for closer collaberation, which 
ane apparent in Europe today. 

While some parts of the subject are of 
necessity lightly touched upon, this book 
does show intensively sculpture, murals, 
stained glass and abstract painting, incor- 
porated into some examples of modern 
architecture in Europe. Among other 
English examples of the co-ordination of 
the arts, the ‘Time and Life’ building in 
Bond-street, London, is shown, but on the 
whole the author thinks that we have the 
least confidence in Europe in the future of 
a synthesis of the arts. There is much scope 
for discussion on the reading matter, but the 
presentation of the many hundreds of 
photographs (14 in colour) and the general 
design and layout of the book will call for 
admiration. An attractive addition to the 
architect’s library that will be taken down 
and pondered over. 


TOMORROW’s LANDSCAPE. By Sylvia Crowe, 
FILA. Pp. 207. Illustrated. (London: The 
Architectural Press.) Price 21s. 

IN THIS book the author has much to say 
that should be of interest to all who are 
interested in preserving the natural beauty 
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of this country. Blight is not a strong word 
when speaking of the great areas which have 
been sacrificed to use; as the authoress 
states ‘man finds a forest and leaves a 
desert.’ She has covered the country, taking 
town, urban, farming and open areas, and 
has described some of the faults and has 
suggested remedies. In chapter six she has 
dealt with the regeneration of the landscape. 
Trees and the need to reclaim wastelands 
are the outstanding needs: One can only 
hope that something will come from 
‘Tomorrow’s Landscape’ and other works 
on the subject, and that the beauty of the 
English landscape will be preserved, and will 
not be left to deteriorate until ‘the day 
after tomorrow.’ The book is well illus- 
traicd with photographs that show faults 
and possible remedies. 


THe ULTIMATE-LOAD THEORY APPLIED TO 
THE DESIGN OF REINFORCED AND PRE- 
STRESSED CONCRETE FRAMES. By Pro- 
fessor A. L. L. Baker, DSc, MICE. Pp. 
90. (London: Concrete Publications, 
Ltd.) Price 18s. 

THE DESIGN of reinforced and prestressed 
concrete structures by the ultimate-load 
method has been in use in some Continental 
countries for several years, and there is little 
doubt that*this method will be permitted in 
the Codes of Practice for Concrete that are 
now under revision for early publication in 
Great Britain and the USA. The feature 
of the ultimate-load method of design is 
that it is based on the load causing failure 
of the whole structure instead of the elastic 
theory now generally used. This book 
discusses the probability of failure and its 
effects, and describes how a suitable factor 
of safety can be decided upon. The concep- 
tion of plastic hinges enables full use to be 
made of the economies that are possible by 
the ultimate-load method of design, and is 
fully described in this book. 


More ADVANCED QUANTITY SURVEYING. By 
Arthur J. Willis, FRICS. (Fifth Edition.) 
Pp. x, 291. (London: Crosby Lockwood 
and Son, Ltd.) Price 35s. 

THE AUTHOR has taken the opportunity 
of the need for a new edition of this excel- 
lent textbook to add a chapter and example 
on prestressed concrete, and the existing 
chapters now incorporate a uumber of 
comments and explanations on various 
problems submitted by readers, so as to 
make the book more useful to students. 

The principle followed in the arrange- 
ment of this edition has been to give, first, 
some more advanced examples of taking 
off of general building work, followed by 
chapters on the special subjects particularly 
important for the final examination of the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors. 
A separate slip case of 16 full-scale 
Plates has been provided for easy 
reference. In revising a book which has 
now been in substantially the same form 
for 16 years, the author had to consider 
whether changed times necessitated any 
major rewriting. However, it was found 
that there is little to affect the established 
principles of measurement. New types of 


concrete roofs, the barrel vault and the 
‘zig-zag’ only need application of the 
Standard rules to a particular design. 

_ On the other hand, prestressed concrete 
is an entirely new technique, and it was 
thought essential that it should be dealt 
with. For the convenience of those already 


possessing an earlier edition of this book, 
the new chapter on the measurement of 
prestressed concrete has been published 
separately, with plate, at 6s. 


MATERIALS OF CONSTRUCTION. By the late 
Prof. Adelbert E. Mills. Pp. xii., 650. 
Illustrated. (London: Chapman and 
Hall.) Price 60s. 

THE SIXTH EDITION’ of this standard 
American work has been. rewritten and 
edited by Prof. Lloyd F. Rader, M.S.E., 
Ph.D., of the University of Michigan, and 
it embodies the results of a great deal of 
research carried out in America in recent 
years on such problems as the service 
requirements of metals in the light of 
developments in progressive fracture under 
repeated stress, creep, behaviour of metals 
under high and low temperatures, impact, 
wear and corrosion. Particular attention 
has been paid to modern developments in 
steel, alloy steels and light-weight non- 
ferrous alloys, and there is a new chapter 
on mineral aggregates, while the descriptions 
of different types of cement have been 
brought up to date and the chapter on con- 
crete has been revised to cover air-entrained 
concrete and modern methods of pro- 
portioning. Particularly interesting is the 
short section on acoustic materials. 


SPECIFICATIONS IN Detar. By Frank W. 
Macey. (Fifth Edition, revised and en- 
larged by D. Brooke, MA, ARIBA, 
MIStructE, AMTPI, and Stanley Wilkin- 


son, ARIBA). Pp. 712. _ Illustrated.

THE CHIEF OBJECT of this book is to pro- 
vide data on building materials, traditional 
and contemporary techniques, and methods 
of construction, in a manner most useful to 
the architect, engineer, surveyor, builder, 
contractor, and all those engaged in the 
building industry who may be called upon, 
from time to time, to write a specification in 
any detail. 

The call for a fifth edition has enabled 
the editors to revise, rewrite and enlarge the 
text, and this new edition includes the mate- 
rials which have come into the market 
during the last twenty years, and takes into 
account the scientific and industrial research 
which has been brought to bear on both old 
and new materials.

RESTRICTIVE TRADE 
PRACTICES ACT 


FBIrs Explanatory Booklet 


A BOOK entitled ‘ Restrictive Trade Prac- 
tices Act, 1956—A Guide for the Industrial- 
ist’ has just been published by the 
Federation of British Industries. 

The preface points out that the Act 
‘represents a new and radical departure for 
this country in that for the first time Parlia- 
ment has expressed through this measure a 
general disapproval of restrictive practices 
on the management side of industry and 
commerce.’ It touches in@ustry at many 
points and its implications and scope are 
more far-reaching than may at first sight 
appear. The purpose of the booklet is there- 
fore to enable industrialists and trade 
association officials to see whether they are 
likely to be affected, and if so to take legal 
advice. The preface emphasises that the 
last word in each case will rest with the new 
Restrictive Practices Court—a procedure 
which the FBI itself has always favoured— 
and that much will depend on the court’s 
interpretation of the very complex provi- 
sions of the Act. 

These provisions are summarised in eight 
chapters, one of which includes a discussion 
of the criteria to be used by the court in 
reaching its decision. Other chapters deal 
with the enforcement of resale price main- 
tenance and with the functions of the re- 
consituted Monopolies Commission. A time- 
table for the registration of agreements is 
given as an appendix.

The Cost of Hot Water 
ADVANTAGES CLAIMED FOR SOLID FUEL 


(THE current issue of the Coal Utilisa- 

tion Council’s ‘C.U.C. News’ 
contains an_ interesting comparison 
(which is reproduced below) of the rela- 
tive costs of solid fuel, gas and electricity 
as producers of ‘an ample domestic. hot 
water supply.’ The article in question 
states :— 


Standards of cleanliness and hygiene 
are constantly rising, and the consequent 
increasing demand for hot water makes 
it important to ensure that this is pro- 
vided economically. The more hot water 
that is required, the greater the economy 
by using solid fuel. 


On what hot water demand should 
comparisons of cost be based? The 
officially accepted standard for an 
average family of two adults and two 
children is that of the Egerton Report, 
namely 250 gallons per week at 140 deg. 
F. Many families, either because they 
are larger or because their standards of 
cleanliness are higher, use far more than 
250 gallons a week. The gas and elec- 
tricity industries often argue that in their 
experience 150 gallons of hot water per 
week is nearer the amount normally used, 
and should be the basis of planning when 
gas or electricity is the means of 
heating. 

All that this usually means, however, 
is that consumers using gas or electricity 
cannot afford to heat a larger quantity of 
water, because of the high fuel cost in- 
volved: it does not justify applying so 
low a standard generally. 

Where the hot water demand is 
genuinely as low as, say, 150 gallons a 
week, e.g., with a childless couple both 
out at work, gas or electricity may well 
be cheaper than solid fuel. They may be 
chosen for summer water heating, when 
no room warming is required. 


For 250 gallons, an open fire with back 
boiler has been assumed. Operating for 
10 hours a day, and burning between 1} 
and 13 cwt. of coal a week at 35 per cent. 
overall efficiency, this would both heat 
the room and produce 250 gallons of hot 
water, the proportion needed for the hot 
water being rather less than } cwt. Larger 
quantities of hot water can, of course, be 
obtained from a back boiler if required. 


For 350 gallons, first the commonly 
used open-fire type of independent boiler 
burning coke has been taken. Used con- 
tinuously at, say, 1 cwt. a week, this 
would produce rather more than the 
necessary amount, and if only 350 gallons 
were in fact required the boiler could be 
let out two or three nights in the week 
(the water would still be hot in the morn- 
ing) to save fuel, and this has been 
assumed. Secondly, a closed type boiler 
has been taken, burning anthracite, which 
would usually not need to be let out if 
only 350 gallons of water were required, 
since it burns more slowly than coke. 


For 450 gallons, a closed type boiler 
has been taken. This will work con- 
tinuously on } cwt. a week, or very 
slightly less, especially if thermostatically 
controlled, and produce 450 gallons of 
hot water. 


No credit has been given for the space 
heating which the boilers provide in the 
kitchen, and which is very acceptable in 
winter; where .water heating is by gas or 
electricity some additional expenditure 
will be needed to provide warmth in the 
kitchen. 

Anthracite-burning gravity-feed boilers 
have not been included. These are of 
very high efficiency, and the cost of hot 
water supplied by them is very low in 
comparison with the use of gas or elec- 
tricity, but have been excluded here since 
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they are seldom used merely to provide 
domestic hot water. 

Hot water can, of course, also be 
obtained from a solid-fuel cooker, but 
here the problem of allocating fuel cop- 
sumption between cooking, room warm- 
ing and water heating is too complex for 
reliable cost figures to be quoted. Where, 
however, cooking is done by solid fuel 
there is clearly a considerable advantage 
in not needing a separate water-heating 
appliance. 

The multipoint gas water heater 
(assumed efficiency 75 per cent.) is taken 
as the example for the provision of main 
water heating by gas. 

For electric water heating, the costs of 
using an immersion heater (assumed 
efficiency 100 per cent.) are shown. 

Heat will be lost from the flow and 
return pipes of a solid-fuel boiler, from 
the cylinder of any storage system, and 
from draw-off pipes; with instantaneous 
gas water heaters the only heat loss is 
that due to the heating up of the 
appliance each time water is drawn off. 


It should be noted that an insulated 
storage cylinder is assumed. A recent 
report showed that, in a national sample, 
over 45 per cent. of cylinders containing 
immersion heaters, were unlagged; in such 
cases the costs of water heating by elec- 
tricity will rise to a much greater extent 
than if solid fuel were used. 

The table below shows current costs of 
various methods of water heating in 13 
centres. According to the area, solid fuel 
can provide a full hot water supply at 
less than two-thirds down to less than 
a half the cost of using gas or electricity. 





To assist those who do not live in the 
cities listed in the accompanying table to 
work out the costs in their own districts, 
the C.U.C. has issued from 3, Upper 
Belgrave-street, SW1, a ready reckoner 
which gives comparative hot water costs 


for solid fuels at various prices per cwt.; 


for gas, at various prices per therm; and 
for electricity at various prices per unit.

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CUMBERNAULD NEW TOWN 


Start on Housing and Factory Building Befor 
Preparation of Master Plan 


BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT 


HE decision to erect a first housing 
unit of 300 to 400 houses at Cumber- 
nauld, and the coincidental announce- 
ment of construction of a major factory 
there by Burroughs Adding Machines, 
Ltd., marks the start to the third new 
town planned in Scotland in the post-war 
period. The new town has been the sub- 
ject of considerable discussion between 
the interested bodies, and its official 
designation (with the Cumbernauld 
Development Corporation as the opera- 
tive executive body) is the outcome of 
that long period of negotiation. 

Designed to assist in the problem of 
overspill in the Clyde Valley industrial 
area, the new town will provide space for 
tenants from Glasgow, from Dunbarton 
County Council and also for key em- 
ployees in the new Burroughs factory. 

The proposed housing unit will be 
located on a site to the south-east of the 
existing small ‘village of Cumbernauld on 
the Airdrie-Stirling (A73) main road. 
This road is meantime a major route link- 
ing up the heavy industry area of 
Lanarkshire with the central Scotland 
area which has Stirling as its heart. If 
the projected plans mature the presence 
of such a road cutting through the centre 
of the new town would involve consider- 
able problems of traffic control; hence 
the point already mooted that this route 
might be diverted to circle the new con- 
struction and to rejoin the other major 
road, the Glasgow-Stirling (A80) route at 
a point north of the boundaries of the 
Corporation’s area. 

This latter route is a main arterial one 
with very heavy traffic over most of the 
24 hours. It too would prove an incon- 
venience for any built-up area, and here 
also ultimate policy might well be to 
divert this route to the west so that it too 
circled the new town, returning to its pre- 
sent siting north of Cumbernauld’s ex- 
tended boundaries. 


Designated Area 


The position now is that a given area 
of land has been designated as Develop- 
ment land, extending roughly along the 
line of the main Glasgow-Stirling (A80) 
route on the west and embracing the 
small villages of Mollinsburn, Condorrat, 
Muirhead, Eastfield and Cumbernauld 
village proper, and continuing for a mile 
and a half beyond. The eastern boundary 
starts at Mollinsburn and runs eastward 
along the line of the Luggie Water, be- 
fore again turning northward to rejoin 
the A80 at the point where the new fac- 
tory is being built. The main Glasgow- 
Larbert-Stirling British Railways line runs 
centrally through this triangle of land, 
giving excellent scope for potential loca- 
tion along this line of industrial units 
with direct rail access. This might be the 
more important were the existing roads 
to be diverted, as indicated, since access 
to the industrial units by road and rail 
must rank high when sites are considered. 


The first positive industrial area is that 
in which Burroughs Adding Machines, 
Ltd., are now building. Their 72-acre site 
to the north of Cumbernauld village will 
provide space for a group of related fac- 
tories engaged on the construction of 
business machines. Space is also being 
planned in this same area for another 
industrial site of roughly similar extent, 
although at present it is impossible to 
indicate whether this too will be used by 
one firm alone, or whether it will house 
a number of enterprises. It is already 
clear however that this area will form the 
first industrial zone in the new town and 
that activity here will encourage a co- 
incidental activity in housing. 

Cumbernauld is fortunate to this ex- 
tent that most of the new towns had to 
start seeking employment within their 
boundaries after they were well advanced. 
In this case the industrial project is 
actually well ahead; the 72-acre site is 


_Meantime being cleared, approach roads 


are under: construction and a determined 
effort is being made to have some of the 
factory units under production by the end 
of next year. It will be the object of the 
Corporation to co-ordinate its activities 
so that housing is gradually made avail- 
able for the key workers who will go to 
Cumbernauld to start this new plant and 
to train the local employees who will be 
recruited to work here. 


Location of Industry 


The location and the extent of other 
industrial sites within the town remain to 
be determined after a full survey has been 
made of the scope which exists for in- 
corporation of industrial and residential 
zones into an area of only 4,000 acres. 
Such zones will be a necessity since it is 
planned to create Cumbernauld as a 
largely self-contained town offering 
employment within the town to those 
residing in it. It is hoped that Glasgow 
industrialists will migrate along with the 
Glasgow residents and so create new in- 
dustry in Cumbernauld; what is neither 
desired nor intended is that the new town 
should become a dormitory town for 
Glasgow. Hence the emphasis on location 
of industry in suitable sites within the 
boundaries. 

The limited area of the town poses 
obvious problems of layout, which are 
further complicated by the existence of 
the central line, the need to maintain 
green belts and shelter belts, and the 
rolling contours of the land. It is already 
clear from the work done by the Depart- 
ment of Health for Scotland that mixed 
development could give a greater density 
of perhaps 50 to 80 persons per acre as 
against the 30 to 40 persons where semi- 
detached cottages are built. It is fairly 


certain that the Cumbernauld pattern will 
not be a traditional housing scheme lay- 
out but will incorporate a diverse collec- 
tion of taller units, walk-up flats, service 
flats, maisonettes, cottages, terrace houses 


455 


and detached houses. : 

The indicated total number of dwellings 
is a maximum of 14,000; it is not sug- 
gested that the target can be achieved in 
the near future; it is true that the Cor- 
poration will press forward with all pos- 
sible speed, but experience in other 
similar projects has indicated that it takes 
an average of six years before a produc- 
tion rate of 1,000 houses a ‘year is 
reached; that being so the evolution of 
the new town will be gradual rather than 
immediate, always accepting the: natural 
anxiety of the authorities to make the 
maximum progress. Present expectation is 
that work may start on the first housing 
unit of 300 to 400 houses before the end 
of this year, and that some of these 
houses Will be occupied by the end of 
1957; but the major progress on this 
— scheme must become evident 
in 1958. 


The Master Plan 


The proposals for further construction 
remain to be specified in the master plan, 


the preparation of which will be the first - 


task facing the staff now being recruited 
by the Corporation. Offices have been 
acquired at 91, Mitchell-street, Glasgow, 
and control of the development is mean- 
time from that address. The newly 
appointed chief architect is Mr. L. Hugh 
Wilson, OBE, ARIBA, AMTPI. 

The creation of such a new town in- 
volves so many facets that progress must 
of necessity be slow; if that interval can 
be used to advantage for the benefit of 
the final project the time will have been 
well spent. In this particular development, 
the importance of transportation has 
been repeatedly stressed and ‘is being 
given full attention. Assuming a gradual 
build-up of population as houses are 
erected, the need to ensure satisfactory 
internal and external transportation also 
arises. British Railways officials have 
already indicated plans for electrification 
of certain Clyde Valley lines; undoubtedly 
there is scope and need for’ advance 
work on this question of transportation 
so that Glasgow and Cumbernauld are 
linked satisfactorily by road and rail. 


FIFE HOUSING CONTRACT 
Completion Date. a Condition 


THE difficulties facing housing contractors 
to-day were explained to Fife Housing Com- 
mittee on September 4, when they suggested 
that a finishing date should be submitted for 
53 houses at Kelty. Before accepting an 
offer of £79,551 by the Alliance Construc- 
tion (Scotland) Co., Ltd., to build the houses, 
the committee considered a proposal by the 
chairman, Mr. A. Eadie, Coaltown of 
Wemyss, that they should first of all try to 
secure a firm finishing date from the con- 
tractors. 

Housing, he said, was the Cinderella of 
the building trade, and unless they got some 
guarantee they would never get the houses 


they needed. But Provost John Nairn, Lady- . 


bank, himself a contractor, said that he or 
any other contractor could give a promise 
with all sincerity that the houses would be 
finished at a certain time, but next day they 
might find themselves 50 men short. The 
committee agreed, however, to have a word 
with the contractor before finally accepting 
his tender. 
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Coloured Asbestos Cement 


[HE problem of painting asbestos-cement 

material either for decorative or 
advertising purposes presents difficulties not 
normally associated with paintwork. The 
material must be carefully and correctly 
primed and to ensure durability a chlorinated 
rubber based paint should be used. Even 
then in industrial areas where the paintwork 
is exposed to heavy corrosive atmosphere, 
the appearance deteriorates and regular re- 
painting is required. Turners Asbestos 
Cement Co., Ltd., of Trafford Park, Man- 
chester, 17, have introduced ‘Turnall’ 
Colourglaze Finish. The finish, which is 
available in a standard range of 14 colours, 
imparts to the asbestos-cement a colourful 
glazed surface. The finish is works-applied, 
possesses high resistance to corrosion and 
cannot readily fade or wear. Due to its 
chemical composition the finish actually 
bonds to the asbestos-cement. The coating 
of the asbestos-cement with this finish in 
no way affects the simplicity of fixing or the 
cutting and handling of the material. The 
initial cost is low. 


Concrete Admix 


‘Wearproof’ by British Bitumen Emul- 
sions, Ltd., Dundee Road, Trading Estate, 
Slough, Bucks, is an addition to a concrete 
or cement mix and it is claimed to enable 
surfaces to.be laid at a 4in. thickness or less, 
and to a feather-edge finish where necessary., 
Hacking out or keying the old floor surface 
is therefore entirely eliminated. The new 
floor surface is normally ready for service 
36 hours after laying. 


Electronic Switches 


Electronic switches have been developed 
by The General Electric Company which 
will react to the level of daylight. Mounted 
on an outside wall, facing north, they will 
switch on lights as soon as it is dark 
enough to cause eyestrain. As it becomes 
lighter they will switch the lights off, so that 
electricity will not be wasted, The switches 
will be on show at the Fuel Efficiency Ex- 
hibition at Olympia on October 2. Already 
the new BOAC hangars at London Airport 
have their interior lighting* controlled by 
similar switches, and industrial firms are 
following suit. 


An Inclinometer 


With the introduction of the Maihak 
Inclinometer, expensive passages or control 
shafts are no longer necessary. The 
Inclinometer, introduced to this,country by 
Smail, Sons and Co., Ltd., of Glasgow, is 
a precision instrument for the remote con- 
trol measurement of inclinations in hori-

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Reducing the Noise of Mechanical Plants 


ADVANTAGES OF A SCIENTIFIC SOUND SURVEY 


By W. BYE, BSc 


OBODY could seriously object to 

the few hammer blows that were 
needed to crimp together wooden shutter- 
ing, or to the scraping of trowels as 
pric: was laid on brick. But the noise 
made by heavy-duty compressors and 
pneumatic drills, pile-drivers and bull- 
dozers, riveting hammers and hoists is 
undoubtedly most unpleasant. Building 
contractors are therefore being increas- 
ingly subjected to complaints from the 
public on this score, especially in urban 
areas where new buildings have to go up 
che: k-by-jowl with residential and busi- 
ness properties. 

The problem is increasing and cannot 
be shrugged off by declaring that if 
people want houses they will have to put 
up with the noise involved in building 
them. Nor is it valid to argue that if the 
men on ‘the site can stand the nose, 
residents in houses farther away cannot 
be seriously affected by it, and that their 
complaints must be motivated by malice. 
Undoubtedly there are some _ people 
whose attitude is not exactly co-opera- 


tive, and who like to be awkward by. 


insisting on their ‘ rights.’ 
The Legal Position 


I: is well to remember, however, that 
such rights do exist. Noise made by 
others tends to be more annoying than 
noise made by ourselves, especially if 
the noise is loud. The effort to ‘shut 


out’ such noise is real and medical 


research has shown that it can induce 
fatigue. Fatigue makes people irritable, 
which in turn makes the offending noise 
seem even louder. This vicious circle 
eventually leads to complaints. The law 
recognises the right of the individual to 
the peaceful enjoyment of his home and 
requires all persons to take every reason- 
able precaution against interfering with 
it. There are many cases on record in 
which firms have been required to carry 
out costly modifications to buildings 
and plant to reduce noise from factories, 
and often these expenses could have been 
avoided by careful planning in the first 
place. 

If complaints are received, any sensible 
contractor who is conscious of the need 
to maintain good public relations will 
investigate the cause and the possibility 
of reducing the offending noise. Accord- 
ingly when complaints were received by 
Sir Robert McAlpine and Sons Ltd., 
about the noise made by their plant on a 
site near Knightsbridge, London, the site 
engineer immediately arranged with his 
head office that a noise survey of the area 
be carried out. 

There was no doubt as to the cause of 
the offending noise. A mono-tower 
crane with its cabin 140 ft. above ground 
level was very noisy in operation and 
because of its height could be heard at 
a considerable distance. To determine 
the extent and nature of the noise and to 
devise means for its reduction was not so 


simple. The opinion of an observer 
would naturally tend to be influenced by 
whether he represented the contractors 
or the complainants. Even an outsider 
would find it difficult, if not impossible, 
to give a reliable opinion about the effec- 
tiveness of a silencer if 
he had to compare the 
noise of the silenced 
crane with that of the 
unsilenced crane of a 
few days ago. The 
human ear is most un- 
reliable as a judge of 
sounds, not only because 
of personal prejudice and 
lack of auditory memory, 
but also because its 
acuity is influenced by 


such factors as _ age, 
fatigue, hunger, and 
adaptation. 


The survey was there- 
fore carried out with 
instruments which give a 
true reading of loudness 
and respond to the same 
noise in the same way at 
all times. The instru- 
ments used were a sound 
level meter and an audio 
frequency analyser, made 
by Dawe Instruments, 
Ltd., 99, Uxbridge-road, 
London, WS. Both these 
instruments are compact 
and easily portable. 

The sound level meter 
is the standard instru- 
ment for the measure- 
ment of loudness and 
gives readings which are 
equivalent to the res- 
ponse of an average 


site. 
human ear. Just as the . 
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pupil of the eye contracts in bright 
light, so the sensitivity of the ear 
decreases with increasing sound intensity. 
The intensity of a noise must increase 
by a factor of ten before its loudness 
appears to have doubled. That is the 
reason why two concrete mixers are not 
twice as noisy.as one—it would require 
ten concrete mixers to give a sensation of 
doubled apparent loudness. Sound is 
therefore measured in decibels, or dB, on 
a logarithmic scale. 

The ear is also more sensitive to some 
frequencies than to others. Very high-

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and very low-pitched noises do not seem 
as loud as noises of equivalent intensity 
in the middle section of the audible range. 
The audio frequency range is normally 
defined as lying between about 18 and 
18,000 cycles per second (c/s). The 
gradual reduction of sensitivity towards 
either limit exhibited by the ear is faith- 
fully reproduced by special -electronic 
filter networks built into the meter. 

The readings obtained on a sound level 
meter indicate the loudness of the total 
noise. To determine how the total 
noise is distributed over the audio fre- 
quency range, an analyser is used. This 
instrument is plugged into the meter and 
the tuning knob slowly turned over the 
entire range. The percentage of the 
total noise contributed by any given 
frequency can then be read off. These 
loudness readings can be plotted against 
frequency and the resulting curve is 
known as the ‘frequency spectrum’ of 
a noise. Such a curve is often valuable, 
since a noise may be unpleasant by virtue 
of its quality, rather than because of its 
loudness. A_ high-pitched screeching 
noise would, for instance, be regarded as 
more disturbing by most people than 
a deep hum of equal loudness. In 
attempting to silence a machine, the aim 
is to reduce the noise at all frequencies. 
If this cannot be done, efforts should be 
concentrated on the most objectionable 
component of the noise. This was the 
method adopted at the Knightsbridge 
site, 

The Noise Survey 


The noise made by various types of 
plant on the site was first measured with 
the meter, and the readings confirmed 
that the mono-tower crane was un- 
doubtedly the noisiest of all. The survey 
was then extended over the area sur- 
rounding the site, especially towards the 
west, since the complaints‘ had been 
received from that direction. The most 
important of the many readings taken 
are reproduced in Table I:

It was, of course, already known that 
conditions on the crane platform were 
noisy and that there was a fair amount of 
noise at ground level escaping through 
the open bottom of the machinery com- 
partment of the crane. More surprising 
was the relatively low noise level in the 
disturbed area. Even readings taken 
on a high garden wall, in direct line from 
the crane, only showed a rise of 3 dB 
against the general background noise 
when the crane was started up. 

This point was cleared up when a 
further survey was made with the audio 
frequency analyser plugged into the out- 
put jack of the sound level meter. In 
Fig. 1 a curve based on readings taken on 
the crane platform shows the frequency 
spectrum of the noise. The maximum 
sound level was found to lie between 
500 and 800 c/s and the noise had a 
distinct clanging, or ringing character. 


Noise Suppression 


Of the three crane motions, both 
slewing and derricking are directly driven, 
but the hoisting motion is driven through 
spur gearing. Careful analyses carried 
out both on the platform and in the 
machinery compartment itself confirmed 
that the gearing was responsible for the 
particularly unpleasant character of the 
noise. Obviously the objection of near- 
by residents was to the unpleasant 
character of the noise rather than to its 
loudness. Further analyses carried out 
in neighbouring streets (Fig. 2) showed 
that the ringing tone from the gears, 
although not loud, could be distinctly 
picked up. The answer to the problem 
was therefore to silence the gears, or at 
least to modify their characteristic noise. 

Having isolated the cause of the 
annoyance, the next step was to mitigate 
the trouble. This could be done either 
by silencing the noise at its source or by 
preventing its transmission beyond the 
machinery compartment. The former is 
preferable on the grounds that preven- 
tion is better than cure. Even a cursory 
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examination showed, however, that the 
equipment was in good mechanical con- 
dition and that it was free from exces- 
sive play and similar defects capable of 
improvement by maintenance. Switching 
to helical gearing or to quieter non- 
metallic gears was not possible in the 
limited time available. Two useful steps 
which could be, and were, taken immedj- 
ately are shown in Fig. 3. The first of 
these was to clamp heavy blocks 
of wood either side of the spokes of the 
gears to provide a damping medium. 
Although the impact of teeth on spur 
gearing can be quite noisy, the disturbing 
ringing sound was caused largely by the 
vibration of the body of the gears. The 
action of these damping blocks is greatly 
assisted by the application of heavy 
grease which can be seen on the teeth. 
Together these measures greatly reduced 
the unpleasant ringing sound. 

The other step taken was aimed at 
reducing the direct transmission of noise 
by the complete enclosure of the gearing 
in a solid timber box (Fig. 4). Special 
care was taken in enclosing the under- 
side of the machinery compartment, 
which previously had no solid floor but 
merely gangplanks to provide access to 
the machinery. By surrounding the gears 
with a cowling of timber lined with 
strawboard, an effective acoustic insu- 
lation was placed in the path of the 
already greatly reduced noise. 


Results Analysed 


At this point a further acoustic analysis 
was made on the crane platform, the 
result being shown by the broken line 
curve of Fig. 1. Two points stand out. 
First, the noise level (see Table II) has 
been considerably reduced. Secondly, 
the dominant frequency is now much 
lower due to the virtual suppression of 
the higher frequencies associated with 
hoisting. 

A similar change in the frequency 
spectrum was observed in Lancelot Place. 
As Table II indicates, the overall noise

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level also fell slightly though to a much 
less marked degree than at the offending 
frequency. The real justification for the 
modification, however, lay in the changed 
response Of the residents there, who 
expressed gratification at the work carried 
out for their benefit. 


Conclusion 


The lesson of this case history is not 
purely technical: it is also psychological. 
The trouble-was caused not so much by 
the loudness of the nois> as by its 
unpleasant nature. Since displeasure is 
an attitude of mind, it can be greatly 
reduced by the correct psychological 
approach. Complaints ceased immedi- 
ately the contractors made it known that 
they were undertaking an acoustic sur- 
vey with the intention of putting matters 
rigit. The investigators discussed the 
problem and the measures adopted with 


people in the neighbourhood and spent 
some time in several homes, taking 
measurements, receiving full co-operation 
everywhere. A frank discussion of the 
result of the survey mollified the public 
still further and put them in a receptive 
frame of mind to judge the effect of 
modifications favourably. 


Information is now available to enable 
a contractor to estimate the response of 
the community in advance to any given 
noise pattern. This ranges from ‘ vigor- 
ous community action’ and ‘threats of 
community action’ through ‘ widespread 
complaints’ to ‘sporadic complaints’ 
and ‘no reaction.’ If appreciable oppo- 
sition to a particular noise is to be 
expected, it is a matter of commonsense 
to make every effort to silence noisy 
equipment before starting work, rather 
than to wait until forced to do it at a 
later date.

apprentices’ supper held for the 
apprentices of Higgs and ‘Hill, Ltd., the con- 
tractors, was held at the Ardington Rooms, 
Clapham Junction, on September 8. 


Mr. GERALD A. HILL, after an excellent 
supper, said that it was nice to see the 
apprentices again at a supper, after a lapse 
of two years.

understand the industry. The skill of the 
operative in the industry was responsible 
for civilisation as it was known to-day.

a different way. Sir Richard said that he had 
travelled the countries of Europe and was 
satisfied that we compared satisfactorily in 
craftsmanship with other countries.

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RIVER TRENT 
NAVIGATION 


Reconstruction of Cromwell Weir 


"THE British Transport Waterways Divi- 

sion announce details of a further 
scheme included in their £54 million 
Development Plan for principal inland 
waterways. This is Cromwell Weir, some five 
miles downstream from Newark on the 
River Trent, which is to be reconstructed at 
a total cost of over £250,000. 

The new weir will be considerably larger 
and stronger than the existing structure and 
will be curved in order to divert the main 
force of water from. the downstream 
approach to the lock and from the right 
bank. The construction will be of mass con- 
crete with rows of steel sheet piling on both 
sides, with a substantial right bank abut- 
ment extended by a containing wall both up 
and downstream to ensure that the river 
will not bypass the new weir. Supplementary 
works will include a downstream extension 
to the lock guide wall, some steel sheet 
piling on the left bank~ and an approach 
road to the site from the village of Holme. 

A scale model of the new weir, con- 
structed at the British Transport Commis- 
sion’s Research Laboratory, has been sub- 
jected to flow experiments with satisfactory 
results. The consulting engineers are Messrs. 
Coode and Partners, London, and the work 
will be carried out by A. Monk and Co., 
Ltd., of Warrington. 


NEW SEVERN BRIDGE 
A Link in the Ross Spur Motorway 


A NEw bridge over the River Severn is to 
be constructed about three miles north of 
Tewkesbury and is to form a link in the 
Ross Spur Motorway, which is included in 
the Ministry of Transport’s proposals for 
the next few years. 

The new bridge will be 2,460 feet long 
with a central span of nearly 240 feet across 
the River Severn. The two side spans are 
just over 130 feet each and the bridge will be 
of steel construction with reinforced concrete 
deck, The approaches will have nine spans 
on the west bank and 15 on the east bank, 
all of reinforced concrete construction, and 
each spanning about 82 feet. 

The bridge, where it crosses the river, is 
designed to provide a headroom of 44 feet 
for navigation purposes, and the overall 
span is sufficient to ensure that the flow of 
the river will not be seriously impeded under 
flood conditions. The bridge will be approxi- 
mately 75 feet wide overall, providing dual 
carriageways each 24 feet wide. 

Special consideration is being given to the 
architectural treatment of the bridge so as to 
ensure that it will harmonise with the natural 
beauty of the surrounding countryside. To 
suit the alignment of the motorway, the 
bridge wil) run on a curve for the whole of 
its length. 

The consulting engineers for the design of 
the bridge are Sir Alexander Gibb and 
Partners, working in collaboration with the 
consulting architect, Sir William Holford, 
FRIBA. The bridge will link up the sections 
of the motorway which will be undertaken 
by the County Surveyor’s Department of the 
Worcestershire County Council, on behalf 
of the Ministry of Transport.

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VOLTA RIVER PROJECT, 
GOLD COAST 


Report of Commission 
HE Central Office of Information has 
prepared its ‘Commonwealth Survey’ 
dated August 7, which is published by HM 
Stationery Office. Among subjects covered 
is the report of the Preparatory Commis- 
sion on the Gold Coast Volta River Pro- 
jects from which the following notes have 
been extracted: 

The project is a scheme for hydro-electric 
development and aluminium production in 
the Gold Coast. It envisages a dam across 
‘the Volta River, a power station capable of 
generating about 600,000 kilowatts, and a 
smelter that would use the greater part of 
this power for the manufacture of alumin- 
ium from the very large bauxite deposits 
in the Gold Coast. 

Earlier investigations into the project led 
to discussions in 1952 between the British 
and Gold Coast Governments and two 
aluminium companies—Aluminium, Ltd., 
of Canada, and the British Aluminium 
Company, in Great Britain. It was agreed 
then that the Governments would jointly 
set up a preparatory commission to examine 
the scheme comprehensively. 

The primary objective of the project is 
the production of about 210,000 tons of 
aluminium a year. There are five essential 
parts to it: the development of bauxite 
mines around Aya and Yenahin: the con- 
struction of a dam and power installation 
at Ajena and the creation of a very large 
lake; the construction of an aluminium 
smelter and township near Kpong; the 
building of new railways to link the mines 
with the smelter and the smelter with Tema; 
and the completion of the port now being 
built at Tema. 

Subject to certain reservations mentioned 
in the report, the Volta River project is, in 
the commission’s view, technically sound. 
The dam and power installations, which 
would take the longest to complete, could 
be constructed in seven years, so that, if 
work were begun in 1957 and the construc- 
tion of other parts of the scheme co- 
ordinated, power should be available from 
1964 onwards. 

The railways would take approximately 
six years to complete, and the gevelgpment 
and construction of the smelter would re- 
quire four years. Facilities at the port of 
Tema are expected to be available in good 
time to help with handling materials and 
plant needed for construction. The con- 
struction of the various parts of the project 
would naturally be co-ordinated so that they 
were all available by the time that the power 
was first generated. 

The estimated total cost of the project, 
based on September, 1955, prices, is £230 
million, compared with an estimate of £144 
million made in 1952, the increase being 
due partly to higher costs, and partly to a 
planned extension of the original scheme to 
take advantage of extra power found to be 
available from the Volta River. 

All the parties have agreed that, because of 
the substantial increase in the estimated 
capital cost of the project, it will be neces- 
sary to review both the framework and the 
method of finance. The United Kingdom 


Government would participate by lending 
capital primarily for investment in the 
power side of the project.

UK TRAINING OF 
NIGERIANS 


Firm’s Civil Engineering and 
Building Study Schemes 
(WING to the rapid development of 

Nigeria, the need for training Nigerian 
staff to replace Europeans in due course 
becomes very apparent. It was early realised 
that one method of training Nigerians would 
be to instruct those who are already in this 
country by putting them through the Richard 
Costain organisation at home, states the 
company’s magazine ‘ The Bulletin.’ 

Costains provide technical training for a 
limited number of Nigerians in civil 
engineering contracting, for graduates, build- 
ing management trainees and occasionally 
for fitters sent direct from Costain West 
Africa and also special training. 

Training in civil engineering is generally 
similar to that given to Europeans, Two- 
year indentured training under the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineering Deed is -normal. 
Nigerians frequently remark that it is not 
easy to get design experience in Nigeria 
necessary to satisfy the ICE requirements, 
and so every effort is made to provide this 
during their training in the UK. 

The firm have a well-established building 
training scheme covering a period of five 
years whereby young men circulate through 
departments and on sites, receiving ex- 
perience in surveying, estimating and in the 
drawing office, etc. Occasionally one is 
selected for full-time attendance at a school 
of building. Usually, however, students 
attend part-time day classes to study for the 
Higher National Certificate. 

Other forms of training are also arranged 
by the company. New Cross Plant depot, 
London, for instance, plays a part in the 
training of Nigerian fitters for the com- 
pany’s own needs and outside it. Vacation 
students come into a special category and 
are chiefly building or civil engineering 
During the summer they go into 
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the drawing offices of Costain concrete fac- 
tories or to civil engineering drawing offices 
or On sites. They find the experience heips 
them in their studies. 

There is no shortage of many varied types 
of applicants. This is perhaps not surpris- 
ing when it is realised that of the 10,000 
colonial students now in London, one third 
are Nigerians. There are various types of 
scholarship schemes in operation. The 
Nigerian Government makes awards under 
the Colonial Development Welfare Acts, 
and the Regional Production and Develop- 
ment Boards also award scholarships to 
students coming to this country. 

A Nigerian trainee will usually accept 
quite cheerfully any salary offered to him in 
order to get a foot-hold into the company 
for experience. On obtaining a qualifica- 
tion, however, he rightly feels that equal pay 
for equal achievement is only fair, but finds 
it hard to realise that academic distinctions 
are only the beginning and that he must 
prove himself in the field. His sensitivity 
too does not normally enable him to accept 
leadership in the UK as part of his duties ; 
Costain West Africa is anxious to give the 
Nigerian his opportunity.

From Our Own Correspondents — 


GREECE.—Further discussions have been 
held throughout the month about the pos- 
sible construction of repair shipyards in 
Greece. It was reported recently that a 
contract was about to be signed between 
the Greek Government and Mr. Stavros 
Niarchos. . . . The contract for a 65,000kW. 
power station at Ptolemais has been awarded 
to the Swiss firm Braun, Boveri, at a cost 
of $8,430,000. The civil engineering work 
involved, estimated to cost $34m., is still to 
be put to tender by the Public Power 
Corporation. 

NORWAY.—It is reported that a Nor- 
wegian-Swedish hydro-electric power station 
to produce 50,000 kW. is planned at North 
Trondelag.... The big Norwegian pulp, 
paper and synthetic fibre company, Borre- 
gaard, is reported to be planning the con- 
struction of a hydro-electric power station, 
estimated to cost £6m., at Vaermland, in 
Sweden, to produce 110,000 kW. 

PORTUGAL.—A number of irrigation 
projects have been publicised recently. The 
irrigation system for the valley of the River 
Sorraia is expected to cost about £2m. and 
to be completed by 1958. . . . The Minister 
of Public Works has announced a major 
irrigation plan for the upper reaches of the 
Sorraia basin between Evora and Portalegre. 
Work will not begin until 1959. 

SOUTHERN RHODESIA. — Impresit, 
Ltd., the Italian firm which was recently 
awarded the main civil engineering contract 
for the Kariba Power Scheme, have an- 
nounced that they intend to buy equipment 
and machinery to the value of several 
million pounds in the United Kingdom, so 
long as our prices and deliveries are com- 
petitive.

New Oil Terminal on the Clyde 


THE CLYDE NAVIGATION TRUST has con- 
sidered an application from interests con- 
cerned with petroleum transportation, pro- 
posing the creation of a major seaborne 
traffic terminal at Dalmuir, handling a full 
range of petroleum products. The Trust has 
indicated that it cannot approve a site for 
far up-river and has proposed that a number 
of alternative sites down-river should be in- 
spected. 

There is at present one major terminal on 
the Clyde at Old Kilpatrick and Bowling 
while the Grangemouth refinery is fed from 
Finart. There is still space on the Clyde for 
further terminal installations although the 
natural anxiety has been to locate as near 
the main consuming areas as possible to re- 
duce subsequent transport. From that view- 
point Dalmuir is both attractive to the 
petroleum interests and unsuitable from the 
local viewpoint as being too near to resi- 
dential and industrial properties. 


Television Station 


Work has started on the aew ITA trans- 
mitter station at Blackhill, Lanarkshire. The 
constructional work is being carried out by 
John Wight and Co., Ltd., builders and 
contractors, of Grangemouth, and the archi- 
tects are E. R. Collister and Associates, 
ARIBA. The whole project is planned and 
supervised by the engineering staff of the 
ITA. 

Greenock Wharf Extension 


GREENOCK Harbour Trust is considering 
the extension of the south wharf of the 
Great Harbour to provide fitting-out accom- 
modation for the larger type of oil tanker 
now being constructed on the Clyde. The 
Trust was giving favourable consideration 
to a 700-ft. eastward extension of the Great 
Harbour and the location of a 125-ton crane.

The other major project which 
Greenock would welcome would be the 
extensioning and deepening of Princes Pier 
to take liners of 850 ft. in length. Work 
was already done on this project over the 
war years, but a further extension is regarded 
as essential to allow maximum use of the 
facilities at Greenock. 





New Terminal, Broomielaw 


PLANS have been announced for the con- 
struction of a new passenger and cargo 
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terminal at the Broomielaw, Glasgow, for 
the Burns and Laird Lines, Ltd., for their 
Irish and coasting services.

Work will start on the first two 
nuclear power stations in 1957. 
These will each have two gas- 
cooled reactors and the stations 
will be in operation by 1960/61. 
Two further gas-cooled reactor 
stations —-each housing two 
reactors of improved type — to 
be begun in 1958/9 will come 
into service by 1963. The output 
of these four stations will 
be between 400,000-800,000 
kilowatts. 

The construction of two 
groups of four stations each 
will begin in 1960 and 1961/2 


_and they will be supplying 


electricity to the Grid by 1963/4 
and 1965 respectively. The first 
group of stations will probably 





have one gas-cooled reactor 
each. The second will probably 
utilise liquid-cooled reactors 
—one high-rated reactor 
each. These stations will add 
well over 1,000,000 kilowatts 
to the nation’s power re- 
sources. 


The Second Ten Years 

By 1975, it is anticipated that 
nuclear reactor power stations 
in Britain will have an aggregate 
installed capacity of between 
10,000,000 and 15,000,000 kilo- 
watts. Since these stations will 
be operated as_ base load 
stations working at full output 
for twenty-four hours a day 
they will be responsible for 
possibly half the units generated 
in the country.
